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Housing In U.P. 


Preliminary figures from the 1970 census 
indicate the Upper Peninsula suffered a decline 
in population in the past IO years — from 30o,- 
852 persons in 1960 to 299,012. Part of the reason 
for the decline was failure to provide job op­ 
portunities for all who were seeking them. And 
part of the reason for the shortage of job op­ 
portunities can be attributed to the region’s 
housing problem. 
A recent report endorsed by Gov. William 
G. Milliken said that, with adequate housing, 
together with attractive commercil facilities for 
labor and management personnel, industry will 
be more apt to consider expansion am1 location 
in the Upper Peninsula. 
The Michigan State Housing Development 
Authority reports that the Upper Peninsula has 
had a severe housing problem for many years. 
The 1960 census showed that 32 per cent of the 
housing was substandard, and projections in­ 
dicate that this has now reached 40 per cent.

Several programs have been undertaken to 
help improve the housing situation in the U. P. 
One has been the construction of apartment 
complexes for elderly persons, like the high 
rises in Escanaba and Marquette and Fairview 
Manor in Gladstone. Another has been the con­ 
struction of housing facilities for low income 
families, like the product underway at Manis­ 
tique. Both programs are financed direct!v with 
federal funds. 
Another program is that announced this 
month by the State Housing Development Auth­ 
ority, which has authorized $70,400 in interest- 
free loans in its initial effort to help meet the 
Upper Peninsula’s critical housing needs. The 
authority loans are “seed money” from a $1 
million revolving fund established by the le g ­ 
islature to assist in the development of housing. 
The authority also “has undertaken a four- 
point program in the Upper Peninsula to (I) 
encourage the U. P. banks and mortgage lend­ 
ers to utilize FHA mortgage insurance, especial­ 
ly FHA's 235 and 236 programs; (2) concen­ 
trate initial developments in areas where housing 
is needed to permit economic expansion; (3) en­ 
courage tract development by making seed money 
available to purchase land and extend utilities 
and (4) pool contractors on scattered projects 
to encourage labor specialization.

The most ambitious housing program Is the 
venture of Unlimited Developments, Inc., to pro­ 
vide homes for 10,000 people in White Pine in 
Ontonagon County. This is a cooperative project 
involving industry, private business and the fed­ 
eral government. 
Tt Is designed to meet the most serious 
housing problem in the Upper Peninsula — that 
associated with the White Pine copper mine. The 
mine is the second largest employer in the Do­ 
per Peninsula, with 2,700 workers. Of these, 93 
per cent are commuters because there are not 
enough homes and commercial and recreational 
facilities in the Village of White Pine to meet 
demands of employes. The work force is scat­ 
tered among 75 separate communities in IO coun­ 
ties in Michigan and Wisconsin. 
Unlimited Developments promises to solve 
this problem by developing an entire new town 
under the mine, starting with 250 housing units 
and a commercial center in the first phase of 
the big project. Housing will be of modular con­ 
struction and will provide for a variety of in­ 
come levels. Tile federal government will par­ 
ticipate through the Title 235 program, which 
provides for special federal loans for home pur­ 
chases. 
Part of the Upper Peninsula’s housing prob­ 
lems, at least, are being solved through pro­ 
grams like the ones outlined here. And if the 
programs are successful, maybe the 1980 popu­ 
lation figures will reveal growth, not decline.

Step In The Dark 
Frank, visiting at a suburban home, went 
to look for the bathroom. He opened a door, en­ 
countered total darkness, took one bold step 
forward, and toppled down the stairway to the 
basement. 
Could Prank hold the homeowner legally 
liable for his accident? A court said he could 
not, because he had no one to blame but him­ 
self. 
“Darkness,” said the court, “constitutes a 
warning to proceed either with extreme cau­ 
tion or not at all.” 
A step in the dark is, all too often, a step 
in the wrong: direction. Literally thousands of 
accident victims, seeking to recover damages, 
have found their rights impaired by their own 
failure to heed the warning that darkness gives. 
True, there may be extenuating circum­ 
stances. In one case, a shopper was held not 
negligent for having ventured into a dark store­ 
room, after a clerk had assured her it was all 
right to go there. 
In another case a member of a lodge, coming 
to the locker room, found it in darkness. He 
stepped inside to reach for the light switch. But 
as he did so, he stumbled over a bench that some­ 
one had left in the aisle. 
Again, a court found the man not negligent, 
since he had done the natural thing under the 
circumstances. The court 
dinted out that he 
had no reason to expect an obstacle where, in 
his past experience, there had always been an 
open space. 
However. even if you are justified in step­ 
ping into a dark place, you should still use reas­ 
onable ingenuity to cut your risk to a minimum. 
For example, it may be negligent in the eyes of 
the law for you to fail to use matches if you 
happen to have them in your pocket. 
One man who fell down an elevator shaft 
in a dark warehouse was held negligent because 
he had forgotten to use the cigarette lighter he 
was carrying. The court commented: 
“The parental precept, ‘Look where you are 
going,’ is a sound statement of conduct which 
lias become crystallized into a rule of law.”

Young Right Wing 
Yale's 'Watchdogs'

NEW HAVEN, Conn.—Brab- 
ner Smith, a friend whose bus­ 
iness takes him 
to 
the 
Far 
East, comes back from Indone­ 
sia, Singapore and other South­ 
east Asian countries on Viet­ 
nam’s periphery, and tells of 
a great surge of confidence in 
both the power and the bene­ 
ficent purposes 
of the U. S. 
that followed out of the Cam­ 
bodian operation. And our old­ 
est son, Chris, who ran a heli­ 
copter port in the Third Corps 
Area north of Saigon, returns 
from a year’s tour of Vietna­ 
mese duty and 
reports 
that 
“you have to see the stuff cap­ 
tured in Cambodia to believe 
it— the operation was a great 
success.” The “stuff,” accord­ 
ing to Chris, would have caus­ 
ed “untold destruction” if it had 
been left in North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong hands. 
So, armed with two opinions 
from the greater world, I join­ 
ed my class last week for a 
forty-fifth reunion in the much 
narrower world of Yale. Every 
effort at explanation 
of

undergraduate 
mood, 
which 
might be 
described as sum­ 
mary pacifism, was put forth 
by an embattled Administra­ 
tion that had been heckled all 
spring by what Yale’s presi­ 
dent, Kingman Brewster, has 
called his ‘‘second front,” the 
alumni. The 
undergraduates, 
or at least the more vocal of 
them, had been uptight about 
two issues. The first was jus­ 
tice for the Black Panthers in 
the upcoming local 
trial 
of 
Bobby Seale 
and 
the 
other 
Panthers who have been ac­ 
cused of killing their colleague 
Alex Rackley; the second was 
the 
Cambodian 
“invasion,’* 
which the students have insist­ 
ed was “immoral,” an incur­ 
sion into a “neutral” country.

As a defender of the 
First 
Amendment, I 
would be the 
last to try to deprive the stu­ 
dents of their peaceful voice on 
any subject. But what many of 
us were interested to 
know 
was whether Yale had become. 
a closed forum, responsive to 
only one side, the Leftist side, 
in the social 
arguments that 
have been wracking 
the na­ 
tion. An early effort had been 
made by the Yale Administra­ 
tion to 
have 
undergraduates 
visit the various reunion head­ 
quarters, even to the extent of 
living in with the alumni for a 
three-day period, to tell about 
the campus mentality. 
Naturally, it 
was 
easy 
to 
suspect an attempted 
white­ 
wash: the hospitality suites set 
up for the May I pro-Panther 
demonstrators and the visit of 
the “thousand Yalies" to Wash­ 
ington under President Brew­ 
ster’s leadership to lobby for 
the Fulbright 
point 
of view 
would be explained as “per­ 
sonal” and not involving any 
“institutional” 
cachet. 
(Yale, 
like other universities, would 
hate to lose its tax-exempt sta­ 
tus by seeming to engage in 
politics.) Whether our suspi­ 
cions were justified, however, 
it was encouraging to discover 
that an active minority is at 
work at Yale to keep Hie uni­ 
versity from becoming a poli­ 
ticalized closed society. 
Stewart Al9op, reporting in 
Newsweek on his visit to Yale 
in early May. spoke of the 
“wholly closed” minds he en­ 
countered. Students were liv­ 
ing, not by rational discussion. 


“but by mindless slogans” such 
as “Free the 
Panthers” 
and 
“Stop the killing in Asia.” If 
the sloganeering dominated the 
local scene on May Day, how­ 
ever, it was less evident in 
June. Two sides of the “social 
question” were heard 
at

Sprague Hall 
seminar—albeit 
the 
organizer 
of 
something 
called “Operation 
Watchdog,” 
a lucid young man named Tom 
Slater (class 
of 
1972) 
who 
heads tile Young Republicans 
on the campus, said he had ob­ 
tained permission to be part

cross-university 
panel 
only forty-five minutes before 
the talks to Hie Old Grads be­ 
gan.

“Operation Watchdog** got its 
point of view over to the Old 
Grads in some very 
effective 
pamphlets. President Brewster 
had justified opening the resi­ 
dential colleges to the Panther 
s u p p o r t e r s 
on pragmatic 
grounds: if this hadn’t 
been 
done, Yale might have 
been 
burned or dynamited by frus­ 
trated visiting 
demonstrators. 
Since Brewster is responsible 
to the alumni and his corpora­ 
tion for the physical safety of 
the university plant, there was 
a short-term excuse for his 
tactics. 
They 
undoubtedly 
made for “peace” 
and 
may 


have saved Yale from becom­ 
ing a second Kent State. But 
“Operation Watchdog” objects 
quite logically that the “pre­ 
cedent for the use of the resi­ 
dential colleges as a staging 
ground and sanctuary for po­ 
tentially violent street demon­ 
strations” has ben established. 
Next fall at Yale may well 
witness a resurgence of cam­ 
pus conservatism. 
“Operation 
Watchdog” plans a permanent 
office, with a full-time exe­ 
cutive director. 
“Radicalism” 
at Yale will be researched and 
exposed; the alumni 
will be 
polled regularly on controver­ 
sial issues. The SDS will be 
actively counteied. 
But there 
are ticklish days ahead, for the 
Black Panther trial in New 
Haven will probably go on for 
months. It is hardly likely that 
there will be genuine peace on 
the campus for a long time to 
come.

Now it happens that Macdon­ 
ald, with an instinct old as he­

quantity of those stocks avail­ 
able to those clients who are in­ 
terested in cashing in once the 
goods are 8 years old. as well as 
to those interested in purchas­ 
ing Scotch whisky for capital 
growth . . . ” 
Shortage Of Old Whisky 
The idea, Macdonald says, is 
simply to hold on for a while. 
“There has always been a short­ 
age of mature whisky of the old­ 
er age groups, that is , 8 years 
and older,” he explains. 
To illustrate, the company in­ 
cludes a 
chart showing that 
prices rise sharply as the whis­ 
ky is aged longer. Most whisky 
is used up when it its only 4 


years old. That means a short­ 
age of 10-year- old spirits. And 
so the 
upward pressure on 
prices.

Mackinac College has closed its 
doors after only four years of 
operation, but a project pro­ 
posed by five Midwestern uni­ 
versities may make use of the 
26 acre campus. 
The proposal calls for crea­ 
tion of the Mackinac Environ­ 
mental Institute, according to 
S. Douglas Cornell, who will 
retire July I as Mackinac Col­ 
lege’s first president. 
Cornell said the five univer­ 
sities hoped to acquire the col­ 
lege’s campus and to send both 
undergraduate 
and 
graduate 
students 
to the institute to 
study environmental problems 
of the Great Lakes. 
Money Still Needed 
The universities involved in 
the project are Indiana State 
University, Terre Haute; Ball 
State University, Muncie, Ind.; 
Illinois State University, Nor­ 
mal; Northern Illinois Univer­ 
sity, De Kalb, and Southern 
Illinois University, Carbondale.

the Moral Re-Armament (MRA) 
movement. Those older build­ 
ings include a carpeted audi­ 
torium seating 800, a dining 
and kitchen facility for 1,000 
persons, and dormitory facili­ 
ties for 650 persons. 
When the college opened its 
doors in 1966, it had 113 stu­ 
dents. At that time it expected 
to have about 300 by the fall of 
1968 — a goal that it reached — 
and about 500 in 1969 and 1,000 
by 1972. 
30 Are Graduated 
Financial troubles, however, 
forced the college to announce 
last year that it would close 
with the graduation of its first 
and last class. That class of 30 
students was graduated in cer­ 
emonies at the college on Sat­ 
urday morning. 
Cornell told the graduates of 
the plans for the environmen­ 
tal institute. He also announc­ 
ed that Theodore H. Guething, 
Birmingham, Mich., vice chair­ 
man of the college’s Board of 
Trustees, would become acting 
president of the college, presum­ 
ably until final negotiations 
and funding are made for the 
institute. 
A full time director for the 
institute 
is 
expected 
to be 
named by the five universities 
within a few weeks, Cornell 
said.

ANN ARBOR A P) - The 
University 
of 
Michigan 
has 
reached 
agreement 
with 
the 
Pentagon—except for funding— 
on a modified ROTC program 
beginning W'th freshmen in 1971, 
according to universuty Presi­ 
dent Robben W. Fleming. 
The U-M Board of Regents 
decided last December to con­ 
tinue an altered ROTC program 
if the Department of Defense 
would foot the entire bill. 
The Pentagon currently pays 
$980,000 for its U-M ROTC or­ 
ganization with the university 
contributing $89,000. The addi­ 
tional funding must be approved 
by the Defense Department and 
Congress. 
The board modified the ROTC 
program so that it will no longer 
receive the status of an aca­ 
demic department and ROTC 
officers—who now automatieallv 
receive the title of professor of 
military sciience—will be given 
professorial status only if they 
hold an academic appointment. 
In addition, students taking 
ROTC 
courses 
will 
receive 
credit toward their undergradu­ 
ate degree only if their ROTC 
instructor holds an academic 
appointment. Credit for gradua­ 
tion is now given for all ROTC 
courses. 
The regents also plan to set 
up a committee—including stu­ 
dents, faculty, and administra­ 
tor s-»to review university policy 
toward ROTC.

WASHINGTON (AP) — In an 
opinion that could affect the low 
cost travel plans of thou sands of 
members af ftlfoe Automobile As­ 
sociation of America (AAA), a 
staff officer of the Civil Aero­ 
nautics Board said the Automo­ 
bile Cub of Michigan apparent­ 
ly is not eligible for club-type 
charter flights. 
The Michigan club, an affili­ 
ate of the AAA, has about 
875,000 members. 
Richard J. O’Melia. director 
of the CAB’S Bureau af Enforce­ 
ment, said in a letter to airlines 
operating across the Atlantic 
that it was the bureau’s view 
that airlines may not transport 
the Michigan club of similarly 
constituted groups under the 
charter rates applying to so­ 
called affinity groups or clubs. 
He responded to queries from 
Trans World Airlines, British 
Overseas Airways, Corp. and 
Pan American World Airways. 
O’Melia pointed out that an 
International Air Transport As­ 
sociation restricts the groups el­ 
igible for north Atlantic affinity 
group fares to those formed 
only from groups which have 
purposes, aims and objectives 
other than travel, and which 
have sufficient affinity to be set 
apart from the general public. 
“The Club of Michigan (or 
other AAA clubs, including the 
AAA of Southern California) 
fails to meet the test of eligibili­ 
ty.” O’Melia said. 
He added that the Michigan 
club sells services to individuals 
ft calls members, much as do 
the Diner’s Club, Book-of4he- 
Moaith Club and various mutual 
insurance companies. 
In fact, one of the socalled 
membership cervices in AAA is 
ain insurance program, O’Melia 
said. 
He added that membership is 
really open to any member of 
the general public without par­ 
ticular qualifications or restric­ 
tions. and there are none of the 
attributes that distinguish mem­ 
bership din a social, religious or 
political organization.

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Republican Rebels Forming Strong Cambodian Issue Block

WASHINGTON (AP* — In the 
Senate battle over Cambodia, 
President Nixon once again is 
being opposed by a band of Re­ 
publican rebels who have turned 
a 
casual weekly 
get-together 
into an influential political bloc. 
Known 
informally 
as 
the 
“Wednesday Luncheon Group,” 
they are a loose-knit, leaderless 
faction with a flexible member­ 
ship that hovers around a dozen. 
Each week they drift together 
in the office of a member who 
sometimes may forget its his 
turn to be host, if indeed he has 
even been told. 
Luncheon Fare Better 
There, 
with 
increasing 
fre­ 
quency, these Republicans are 
finding it easier to swallow the 
Capitol's chancy luncheon fare 
than the policies of their Presi­ 
dent. 
Although called liberal-moder- 
ates by most people, they are a 
divergent group. The member­ 
ship ranges from Jam es Pear­ 
son who must keep a watchful 
eve on his conservative base in 
Kansas, to Charles Goodell of 
New York, noted for his Edwar- 


jdian 
suits, 
collar-length 
hair 
and ultra-liberal politics. 
They don’t always agree over 
their weekly sandwiches, sher­ 
bert and coffee. Or even after­ 
ward when newsmen ask what 
they talked about. 
But when the smoke clears, 
the rhetoric dies and the votes 
are counted they nearly always 
end up on the same side of the 
tally sheet. 
Not A Monolithic Group 
“We are not 
a 
monolithic 
group.” 
says 
Oregon's 
Mark 
Hatfield, “but we have com­ 
monality.” 
Their commonality has been a 
major factor in the closest and 
most important Senate votes of 
the past year. It has also been a 
force within the Senate’s 43- 
member 
Republican 
caucus 
where the Wednesday Luncheon 
Group can claim, with some jus­ 
tification, to be the power bro­ 
kers. 
Advice Ignored 
“I don’t know about those 
guys,” says Sen. Robert J. Dole 
of Kansas, a leading conserva­ 
tive 
Republican 
spokesman. 
“They don’t have many votes. 


But they sure win a lot.” 
Members of the Wednesday 
Group 
themselves 
shy 
away 
fiom the word “power,” There 
is evidence the White House 
consistently ignores 
their 
ad­ 
vice. 
But they are not modest about 
their significant role in blocking 
revival of the old GOP-Southem 
Democratic 
juggernaut 
that 
once ruled Congress. 
Despite 
the election of a Republican 
president, the old coalition is 
but a rusting hulk. 
“ In the sociopolitical area, in 
a 
close controversy, we can 
make the difference and have 
made the difference,” says Hat­ 
field. “ But we don’t see our­ 
selves in a power role. Our bas­ 
ic psyche is broadening the base 
of the Republican party.” 
Javits In Group 
Besides Hatfield, Pearson and 
Goodell the Wednesday Lunch­ 
eon Group includes Jacob K. 
Javits of 
New York, Edward 
Brooke of Massachusetts, Wil­ 
liam B. Saxbe of Ohio, Richard 
S. Schweiker of Pennsylvania, 
Clifford P. Case of New Jersey, 
Charles McC. Mathias of Mary­ 


land. Charles P erc y of Illinois 
and John Sherman Cooper and 
Marlow W. Cook both of Kentuc­ 
ky. 
Because there are no minutes, 
no rules and never a formal 
vote, the membership roll is 
somewhat 
uncertain.

rarely show up at the same 
time. Usually it’s only eight or 
nine and sometimes its less. 
Asked 
to name 
the 
whole 
group, 
s e v e r a l 
members 
immediately said there were 14 
and then proceeded to name 
just 12. 
Mad At Everything 
Marlow Cook, who has backed 
the administration more than 
any other member, refuses to 
talk about the group. “He’s mad 
at everything, 
including us,” 
says another member. 
Cook sided with the adminis­ 
tration when the group, only 
just beginning to form, first 
showed its muscle in last year’s 
battle over antimissile-ABM-de- 
fense. The White House won 
that one by a single vote. 
Hardened in a fall fight over 
party leadership—in which it 
backed the winners of the two 


top spots—the group went on to 
spell the difference in these ma­ 
jor defeats for President Nixon: 
—The Supreme Court nomina­ 
tion of Clement F. Haynsworth 
Jr., rejected 55-45 in November. 
—The Supreme Court nomina­ 
tion of G. Harrold Carswell, re­ 
jected 51-45 in April. 
—The so-called Bvrd amend­ 
ment that would have given 
President Nixon a free hand rn 
Indochina, defeated 52-47 this 
month. 
Power groups and alliances 
are nothing new in Congress. 
It's the name of the game. 
One of the most effective was 
House Speaker Sam Rayburn’s 
Board 
of 
Education 
which 
reached full maturity in the 
1950s after a former pupil, Lyn­ 
don 
Johnson, 
became 
Senate 
majority leader. 
Another alliance that is grow­ 
ing in effectiveness is the Demo­ 
cratic 
Study 
Group 
in 
the 
House, although it has never 
been able to use its strength to 
elect a party leader of its own. 
Some Accepted 
The Wednesday Group in the 
Senate 
differs 
greatly 
from 


these. A shapeless, leaderless 
force with a shifting member­ 
ship, it has made its mark by 
effectively opposing a President 
of its own party. 
At the same time, it has not 
been rigid in its actions. On any 
given issue, the Senate nose 
counters g e n e r a l l y expect 
Schweiker, 
Hatfield, 
Goodell, 
Brooke, Percy, Case and Javits 
to vote the liberal position. 
But the others—Cooper, Ma­ 
thias, Cook, Saxbe and Pearson 
—present a tantalising chance 
to pick up votes for the adminis­ 
tration. Although that practical­ 
ly never happens, it has kept 
President 
Nixon’s 
lieutenants 
hoping to the last minute and 
has 
contributed to the cliff­ 
hanging 
nature 
of 
the 
past 
year’s biggest battles. 
Not Power Brokers 
Members of the Wednesday 
group feel whatever influence 
they have beyond raw numeri­ 
cal strength stems in part from 
the loose, informal character. 
Hatfield says another source 
of influence is “our visibility as 
a Republican viewpoint that ap­ 


peals to a 
broader base of 
Americans.” 
‘“We are not power brokers in 
the sense of holding seats of 
power,” says Javits. “Whatever 
power we have comes from 
being a seedbed of ideas and ac­ 
tion with strong influence on 
oilier senators.” 
Despite 
their 
success, 
the 
group has weaknesses. 
“We talk too much. But that’s 
the nature of the business,” 
says Saxbe. “And we lack sen­ 
iority. Only Case and Javits 
have any real seniority.” 
The group also is largely ig­ 
nored by the White House, al­ 
though the administration did 
send practically all 
its real 
movers and shakers to one of 
the luncheon’s earlier this year. 
“We thought it was a friendly 
gathering,” says Hatfield. But 
he ruefully concedes that it was 
just about the last time the 
White House spoke to them. 
“Writeoff” Noted 
“They don’t have more influ­ 
ence with the White House be­ 
cause cf 
a well known White 
House tendency to just write off 
anybody who won’t play it their 


w ay,” says another influential 
Republican who is not a mem­ 
ber of the group. 
One place where the Wednes­ 
day Group has been particularly 
effective, however, is within the 
Senate Republican caucus. 
Last fall it managed to engi­ 
neer the election of a former 
member, Hugh Scott of Pennsyl­ 
vania, to succeed the late Ever­ 
ett Dirksen as minority leader. 
Members claim the group also 
provided 
the swing votes to 
elect Griffin as a compromise 
for the No. 2 spot. 


Griffin Puzzling 


Because

Wednesday Group members got 
upset when Griffin, who voted 
against 
Haynsworth, 
led 
the 
fight for Carswell and then be­ 
came an outspoken supporter of 
the Cambodian action. 
Just how the luncheon group 
got started is not clear. No two
